In the form of the University's 1958-1959 Annual Report. 
Also cited as a top problem was McGill's low salary level. 



In his year's review. Principal 
and Vice-chancellor Dr. r. Cyril 
James, stated that not only eduea* 
tional departments 'would be ex- 
panded but recreational faelilties 
would also be increased. 

"The project of a now Union 
has been under consideration for 
many years and. at the present, 
is moving towards realization. A 
committee of students, staff and 
Governors under the chairman- 
ship of Mr. J. A. Fulleriia ham- 
mering out the detalls^of the 
plans, and. altbough'^r the exact 
cost cannot be determined until 
those plans are complete, the 
Board of Governors has given the 
project financial priority." 

Royal Victoria College will 
gain a new West Wing as soon 
as the necessary funds arc avail- 
able. The University has acquired 
the land for tho project on Univ- 
ersity Street adjoining the Col- 
lege's present buildings. 

MUSICAL SCIENCE CENTRE 

Plans for the Medical Sciences 
Centre (to house the Biochemis- 
try, Pharmacology and Physiology 
departments) are being com- 
pleted and the contract for its 
construction should be awarded 
before the coming summer. The 
building will bo rcidy for occu- 
pancy^gbyTt autumn of I96i If 
construction proceeds as fast as 
it did on the McConnell Engineer- 
ing Building. 

The reconstruction of the Bio- 
logy Building to contain the Bo- 
tany, Genetics and Zoology de- 
partments cannot bo carried out 
before tho completion of the 
Medical Sciences Centre. 
' The report continued, "It is, 
however, the earnest hope of every- 
body concerned that this project 
can be put In band in thé spring 
of 1061. since the facilities pre- 
sently available for teaching and 
research in the biological scien- 
ces on the McGill College csmpus 
are both obsolete and inadequa- 
te". - • j 

CURRICULUM CHANGES 

. Professor H. N. Fleldhouae. 
Dean of the Facility of Arts and 
Science, announced that his facul- 
ty had "amalgamated 58 half 
coursés Jntejhwttttliatjnumber^of 



full courses." Even where the old 
balf^ courses have been retained, 
finah' examinations will be held 
at thé end of the academic year, 
not at the mld-torm. 

The Faculty of Medicine re- 
ported that changes in the four 
year course of that faculty were 
put off in favour of a plan which 
would allow a limited number of 
students to complete an arts or 
science course together with that 
of medicine In a seven year 
period. Officials hope that tho 
seven year course will be insti- 
tuted next September. 

The plan included a comple- 
tely renovated first year in the' 
Medical School and a new fourth 

^^f X?^S^^^^ Hospltab. 
Second and th rd year program- 
mes were designed to bo tran- 
sitional. 

"The essential feature of our 
curriculum has been to view the 
programme as a whole, not as 
an assemblage of separate cour- 
ses, and to view It from the 
st^andpolnt of the Medical stud- 

TEACHING IMPROVEMENT 

,, ^'cGill at present has over 
mree thousand members on Its 
academic staff. These Instruc- 
tors have come from all parts 
of the world. "To retain these 
men and women and to attract 
nuf" J*"" quality, Mc- 
9U{„W»1 be able to offer good 
facilities for teaching and re- 
search when its building pro- 
gramme Is completed, and can 
already offer such facilities la 
the majority of fields." 

In comparison with salaries 
offered at leading unversities of 
tho United States and Briton, 
McGilI is at a great handicap. 
McGill finds it "difficult, in so- 
me cases impossible" to attract 
the people it desires to appoint 
as teachers. - 

There la even a possibility that 
the best of the younger members 
of the staff will leave in favour 
of better paying posts at other 
universities, the report says, 1£ 
tho situation is not corrected". 

Last year salaries and wages 
totaled $9,123,985, a rise of over

De Gaulle Described As "Savior And Spirit" 
Of France In Lecture At S. C M. Meeting

"De GouUe has built a republic 
around himself who^o constitution 
is a sophisticated rationale of his 
existence, and as long as he lives, 
his existence will •be analogous 
with the welfare rof (France.'.'- > 

This statements was made." last 
night. by j.Géorgé Irvhig, B.Se. 1, 
a forn^et'student at the University 
of Strasbourg, hi a speech entitled 
"De Gaulle and the Algerian Gang- 
sters" at the -sixth meeting hi a 
series sponsored by SCM. 

The reasons for De Gaulle's su- 
premacy, according to Mr. Irvin, 
are twofold : the Algerian situa- 
tion, and disorganisation wlthb the 
French government. 

CAUSE OF CRISES 

Tho main causes of the present 
situation in Algeria are the lack 
of oil in Franco and the martial 
Interests of French Army profes- 
sionals.- - - 



These army officials obtain high 
salaries and hnportant positions 
when at work.

only country which has been con- 
thiually at war since 1938, only to 
emerge second best hi each en- 
counter, t.j:-:- <.,>.^.r, 

Officially, the army -of . 'Prance 
had gone into Algeria to put. a ^top 
to the terrorism which existed. 
Instead it alienated the Algerian 
pcoplo as it did not know how to 
deal with guerrila warfare, and 
worked in conjunction with the "co- 
lone", a group of French people 
who . control all enterprises in Al- 
geria and who. are hat^d by, the 
Algerian' people. Consequently, the 
rebels are dobig well and' are .not 
being beaten as propagahdai. sug- 
gests. -' ■ 
' FRANCE DIVIDED 

Irvb stated that the Algerian si- 
tuation has created even more di- 
sorder In the French government 



than there had been previously. 

This crisis had divided France 
into two political camps : the peo- 
ple who did not want to leave Al- 
geria or give it indépendance, as 
It has become a symbol, and those 
who primarily wished to rid them- 
selves of the Algerian problem. 
.Civil war almost'arose in Fran- 
ce and both groups, looked upon 



Charles dc Gaulle as the only man 
"to stem the tide". After the Re- 
ferendum, do Gaulle created the 
Fifth Republic. He centralized the 
government around himself and 
ousted many corrupt officials. 

General do Gaullo became "tlia 
saviour of France" as he gained 
the support of the French people, 
Irvln condudej).

- Scott and the Press 

" We note with interest stories in the Montreal Eng- 
lish-speaking press which refer to Professor Franic 
Scott's recent speech in Toronto. ' - 

Professor Scott last weekend accused the Star and 
Gazette of violating their duty in failing to give adequate 
coverage to the anti-combines case against local pulp and 
paper interests; The Ster and Gazette both responded 
by publishing several stories on the case, which appeared 
in their respective journals. 

The lists published by the Star and Gazette, while 
answering some questions, give rise to even more new 
ones. 

We would like to know, for example, Where in the 
paper these stories appeared, and how complete they 
were. Was the combines case given as much prominence, 
say, as the current coverage of a preliminary inquiry 
-involving John Doyle of Canadian Javelin Ltd? 

More important, why has there been such a com- 
plete silence since the case came before the coiirts? (Most 
of the stories which did appear were published before 
the case started). 

Perhaps., Professor Scott's criticism was not wholly 
justified. Fr6nïftSe*résponse of the newspapers concern- 
eel, however, we cannot infer such a conclusion. ' 

A Look to the Future 

The annual report of McGill University for 1958-59 
was relased to the press late yesterday afternoon and 
although such short notice did not permit too thorough 
à reading, there are many points worthy of comment. . 

It is now four years since the last McGill Fund 
Campaign was completed^ over six million dollars being 
collected for five construction projects. Two of these are 
now complete " — the McConnell Engineering Btiilding 
and the new residence at Macdonalcl College — but the 
Medical Sciences Centre, the Biology Building, and the 
Arts Building extension are .still in the planning stage. 
If we consider the fact that the McConnell Building was 
paid for through a munificent gift of Mr. J.W. McCon- 
nell, and not by the fund as originally planned, there 
remains a fairly large sum of idle money awaiting the 
- go-ahead cif construction plans. It is thus reassuring to 
see that the University "hopes to let the contract" for 
the cohstruction of the Medical Sciences Centre this 
spring. We hope that the other projects — long awaited, 
everyone knows — will proceed with dispatch.; • 

It Is also, reassuring to read (and., we quote Dr. 
James' section - of the annual report) '"The first require- 
ment is an adeciu ate, 'well-planned and efficiehtly oper- 
ated Students' Union — a social and cultural centre where 
the new student can find companionship inia pleasant 
atmosphere." Or further on in the same section, "...al- 
. though the exact cost cannot be determined until those 
plans are complete, the Board of Govërnors has given 
the project financial priority." . . 

No matter how important adequate building facili- 
ties are to- an educational institution there is one .quality 
required even more — a top-notch teaching staff.. Stu- 
dents at McGill are. of ten wont to comment, and rightly 
so, in many cases, 'on .the inadequacies of the teaching 
corps. The chief reason is of course that old bugbear — 
the lack of ftinds. Clearly, the University administration 
is worried about the situation. Dr. James comments . in 
his report that it is often hard to obtain the personnel 
desired and required and points out that the median 
level of McGill salaries is today about $1000 lower than 
,that of other large institutions. On the basis of staff 
,'needs, he concludes, "... the urgent need for additional 
' operating revenues has reached critical importance". 

From the tenor of the report it is fairly obvious that 
McGill will be shortly embarking on à fairly extensive 
building programme, at the same time hoping to obtain 
sufficient operating funds to once again put McGill in 
the position of being, able to bid, at equal terms, on the 
world market for academic talent. We hope that Dr. 
James' optimism regarding increased governmental sup-

This alone 
might merit appointment to our 
honourary society. Yet, this in 
an almost secondary consider- 
ation. 

We have just been reading 
of the huge success of the Mo- 
del U.N. Assembly that was held 
in conjunction with other Mon-; 
treal universities. For those 
who/ido^not know, last year 
Khan- invented the idea of this 
Model 'U.N.; he was its first 
president: he spearheaded the 
entire effort admirably; this 
year he was appointed Honour- 
ary President of the Model U.N. 
Assembly. To give one an idea 
of the wbrk involved in initi- 
ating such a project, we .should 
note that over 70 universities 
from many diffcrent^countries 
met for this gatherine; Perhaps 
no other project has brought to 
McGill (and students in gen- 
eral) such stature. For this 
great pioneering task Khan did 
not receive a student award oi 
any type last year ! Now, as 
Vice-President of the Students' 
Society and President of the Stu- 
dents'^ Union,- Khan's work on 
behalf of McGill still remains 
unrewarded. Surely this "over- 
sight" is a blemish on us, the 
students ot this university. 
Surely Khan should be a mem- 
ber of our honourary sociely 
"as ■ a reward for good work 
and leadership in extra-curricu- 
lar activities" (Scarlet Key 
Conttit. qualifications for 
honourary appointments— sect. 
4,4). 

One hates to think . that 
rumours and whispers about 
"cliques" are true. 
' 'Perhaps the" hew elite in the 
Scarlet Key will one day in. 
dude in their honourary ' ap- 
pointments someone who Is 
not "one. of their own".

Although reve- 
nue .was' greatly increased, the 
University^ deficit has been en- 
larged by $116,481. 

DONATIONS' 
By last summer,' the total 
amount of money available to 
McGill for payment of bursaries 
and student loans had risen to 
$a82,396 — a rise of over $400.- 
000 from five years ago. Most of 
the increase is due to the gene- 
rous donations ot J. W. McCon- 
nell last year, the report adds. 

The minimum cost of a Uni- 
versity education is much higher 
in Canada than in any other En- 
glish-speaking country, and the 
number of students receiving fi- 
nancial assistance is lower. Dr. 
James' report states., ] _ 

Because of the great , efforts 
of Quebec's late Premier- Paul 
Sauvé and of 1hc present pre- 
mier, Antonio Barrette, McGill 
will now be able to receive go- 
vernment grants "comparable to 
those that have been paid to 
other private universities in Ca- 
nada". 

The report declared "It must 
Be remembered that the govern- 
ment grants do not constitute 
the whole answer. The steady 
development of McGill! during 
the past century, and ills out- 
standing reputation in many 
fields of knowledge, have been 
fostered by the gènerous bene- 
factions of individuals and cor-

Because ot the tremendous 
number of students wishing to 
attend McGiU, the University 
has considered the institution of 
College Board Examinations, 
which together with the confi- 
dential principal's reports could 
decide whether or not a student 
may enter McGill. Details of this 
will be worked out in the. pre- 
sent year. . 

To help the student further, 
plans have been formed to ins- 
titute, experimentally, special 
syndicates to be arranged on a 
voluntary basis for those stu- 
dents who are having trouble. 
These syndicates, each compris- 
ing some 15 students under the 
advice of a staff meinber have 
been planned by the Department 
ot Psychology. 

The groups will deal with the 
students' difficulties In orienta- 
tion, motivation. aptitudes.vand 
study habits. "What measure of 
success they will attain cannot 
be known for some years, but It 
is hoped that they will greatly - 
help those studr^'s who find it 
hard to make the transition from 
school to university".

The starting gun blasts and mystically four 
lithe bodies are suspended in air. They hit the water and for the moment all is even. 
Then, alowly but surely, the blond head of the red suited McGill boy appears, inching 
forward. Cameron Grout 'is on his way to winning once again. 

Winning is nothing new to the finely proportioned ^B!ll'^^185>pound star of 
coach Roas Firth's Redmen Swim Team. Felled by^thlT'^ritlcal'^infl^àtory disease, 
osleomyolites. in his infancy, Grout was compelled to participate Iffiffiiiuning- as a 
non-contact form of recreation. - That was Just the beginning. -WWPr^ 

Grout started swimming com- 
petitively for the M.A.A.A. when 
ne Avas 14 years old. Success came 
quickly for the youngster when, 
alter a year under the watchful 
ej'e of M.AA.A.'s Norm Ashton. 
Grout captured the Tcovincial 
lot) yard freestyle title. Through- 
- ' out the next three years tne 
quickly improving stylist proudly 
carried the M.A.A.À. colors to 
many records and honors. It was 
a sad but prend coach £d Healy 
who turned Cameron over to 
McGill in 1957. 

NOW A RECAAAN 

. The young sensation took to 
his surroundlags like a Grout to 
water. He thrived où the tougher 
competition and new "interval" 
training methods. In his first 
year with the university swim 
tçam the "inexperienced" frcsli-: 
man' performed as probably no 
other lower classman has break- 
ing three team records and 
spearheading the Red and While 
in all short and middle distance 
freestyle events. To keen in shape 
over the: summer montlis "Cam" 
worked at a local brewery load- 
ing trucks. He swam at the end 
of each day to keep his muscle 
lensths regular. (Heavy lifting

All the hard, work was reward- 
ed wlicn Grout won>a birth on 
the Canadian British Empire 
Games team and the trip to Car 
(llff Wales, Cameron found the 
50-melrc tank very much to his 
liking and fared well at the 
Games. The international compe- 
tition (especially against - the 
crack Australians) also did him 
good and he came.'back,iwith a 
wealth of valuable' experience.' In 
September, Grout was back in 
school and training once again, 
this time with his eye ■ on . the 
Chicago edition of the Pan Amer- 
ican Games. 

■Tlie 'S8-'59 scassn was another 
I Important one for McGili's steady 
sophomore. In addition to feeling 
a responsibility to his Redmen 
teammates, Grout had a burning 
desire to make the Canadian Pan 
American Games team. A taste of 
that good international compcli- 
-tion at the B.E.G. drove him to 
train harder and harder. Through- 
out the year he once again shone 
at his favourite freestyle events 
and when the chips kwere down 
Grout came througli and won the 
(rip'Statc side. Swimming against 
the well coached Americans 
brought out the best in Grout. In 
the 400 metre relay' he churned 
up the pool with a tremendous 
58.4 second effort for his 100 
metre lap.

This 
came as a fitting end to a wonder- 
ful year.

The past was very dear to 
Cameron Grout when we talked 
to him last Tuesday. The future 
holds a lot of hope and challenge. 



The thing uppermost in Came- 
ron's mind is the possibility of 
representing his country at Rome.
